To:  The  Mayor,  aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Deal: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  and  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1971:  the 
additional  burden  imposed  upon  the  small  staff  by  reorganisation  is  the  major- 
contributory  factor  to  this  belated  presentation  for  which  I tender  my  apologieso 

Population:  The  estimated  1971  raid-year  population  as  published  by  the 

Registrar-General  was  25,770,  which  was  lov;er  by  1,480  than  the  1970  figure. 

Births : The  number  of  births  registered,  corrected  for  inward  and  outward 

transfers,  was  328,  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Illegitimacy  as  a percentage 
of  all  live  births  rose  from  5%  to  9%,  the  national  rate  remaining  at  8^. 

Deaths:  The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  366,  the  same 
figure  as  recorded  in  the  previous  year,  although  the  adjusted  death  rate  per  1,000 
population  was  higher  at  12.4  because  of  the  decreased  population  figure  referred  to 
above.  Cancer  deaths  recorded  rose  from  63  in  1970  to  82  in  1971  while  deaths  from 
coronary  disease  also  were  significantly  higher;  there  was  a compensating  decrease 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  causes.  Infant  deaths  recorded  were  6,  the 
same  number  as  in  the  previous  year;  deaths  of  people  of  75  years  of  age  and  over 
exceeded  50?j  of  the  total. 

There  were  no  compulsory  removals  during  the  year  of  people  in  need  of , but 
refusing,  care  and  attention;  although  several  aged  persons  alleged  to  be  in  need  of 
care  and  attention,  or  living  under  unsatisfactory  conditions  with  no  assistance  or 
supervision,  were  referred  to  the  Department.  Although  the  Authority  is  not  the  Local 
Health  iiuthority  and  consequently  not  responsible  for  the  personal  health  and  social 
services,  all  those  referred  are  visited  to  assess  any  public  health  danger  and  the 
need  for  consultation  with  the  Ivelfare  iiuthorities.  Very  often  too  disinfestation 
measures  and  cleansing  are  called  for:  while  the  Department  can  adequately  cope  with 
the  disinfestation  in  spite  of  problems  that  can  and  do  arise,  cleansing  of  the 
premises  and  persons  very  often  presents  great  difficulties  as  no  Department  appears 
to  have  the  necessary  organisation  to  deal  with  this  emergency.  Unless  therefore 
relatives  or  willing  neighbours  are  prepared  to  step  in,  the  person  in  need,  although 
under  expert  surveillance,  continues  to  live  in  the  unsatisfactory  conditions,  usually 
until  voluntary  or  compulsory  admission  to  hospital  is  required. 

V/hile  re-organisation  is  of  course  of  primary  importance  and  all  must  work  to 
ensure  that  the  1st  i.pril,  197^  will  see  the  new  Authority  assuming  smoothly  and 
efficiently  its  control  of  the  enlarged  district,  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  it 
is  of  equal  importance  that  until  that  date  our  day-to-day  functions  must  continue 
to  be  carried  out,  particularly  in  the  field  of  environmental  health  control,  as 
effectively  and  efficiently  as  has  been  done  in  the  past  and  this  I am  sure  is  the 
•aim  of  the  staff,  to  whom  I take  this  opportunity  of  publicly  expressing  my  gratitude 
for  their  continued  loyalty  and  endeavour. 

I should  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  and  my  fellow  Chief 
Oificers  and  Heads  of  Departments  for  the  support  and  co-operation  I continue  to 
receive  from  you  all.

Unemployment ; 

Mto  Jorio  Collins,  Muaager  of  the  Deal  Exchange  of  the  Department  of  Employment, 
informs  me  that  in  December,  1971,  the  numbers  registered  as  unemployed  in  the  town 
shov/ed  an  increase  over  the  corresponding  figure  for  1970  of  28  men  and  I6  women, 
the  actua.1  numbers  being  426  men  and  88  womeno  While  figures  during  the  first  months 
of  1971  called  for  no  apparent  comment,  maintaining  the  pattern  of  previous  years, 
there  v;as  a disturbing  increase  from  nugust  onv/ards  reflecting  the  national  trendo 
By  far  the  largest  employer  of  male  labour  is  the  National  Coal  Board  but  unfor<- 
tunately  there  is  no  growing  demand  for  labour  from  this  source;  the  building,  civil 
engineering  and  service  trades,  including  retail  distribution,  account  for  the 
majority  of  other  male  employment  while  female  labour  is  mostly  absorbed  by  clothing 
and  footwear  manufacture  and  of  course  retail  distributiono 


There  was  the  usual  seasonal  demand  for  workers  in  the  holiday  industry,  mostly 
as  waitresses  and  kitchen  workers,  but  generally,  owing  to  the  lack  of  industry  in 
the  town,  vrarkers  must  travel  to  adjoining  areas,  the  Rr.ghborough  Industrial  Estate 
and  Dover  providing  most  employment  opportunities.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  H]L\LTH  SERVICES 


1o  V/hile  there  v/as  no  major  change  in  the  services  provided  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  as  the  Local  Health  authority,  the  Hospital  iiuthorities  by  reason  of 
severe  staffing  difficulties  were  enforced  to  concentrate  the  accident  treat- 
ment services  at  Canterbury,  particularly  during  the  night  hourso  as  a result 
of  representation  by  the  .luthorities  directly  concerned  a conference  between 
representatives  of  these  Authorities  and  of  the  South  Eastern  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board  was  held  to  discuss  the  Accident  Services  in  the  East 
Kent  area  as  a whole  and  the  opportunity  taken  by  delegates  to  tour  the  new 
'Viccident  and  Emergency  Centre"  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital o The 
accident  centre  at  Canterbury,  of  a type  intended  to  cater  for  a population  of 
one  million  but  in  fact  serving  only  half  that  number,  is  fitted  with  the  most 
up-to-date  equipment  and  has  highly  trained  staff  available  at  all  times;  all 
types  of  severe  accident,  including  orthopaedic  cases,  and  of  acute  medical 
emergencies  are  catered  for,  all  the  modern  facilities  for  intensive  care  and 
resuscitation  being  availablOo  Clearly,  the  arrangements  were  acceptable, 
particularly  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  person  most  directly  concerned,  vizo 
the  patient,  and  for  financial  and  staffing  reasons  the  Canterbury  Centre  will 
inevitably  remain  the  main  Casualty  Department  for  South-East  Kento  Discussions 
were  also  held  during  the  year  between  representatives  of  the  local  .authorities 
immediately  concerned  and  of  the  South-East  Kent  Hospital  Management  Committee 
on  the  future  of  the  Dover  and  Deal  Hospitals  from  which  it  transpired  that , with 
a comprehensive  district  hospital  centred  in  Canterbury,  a district  Hospital  with 
up  to  700  beds  would  be  provided  at  Dover,  which  was  a named  area  for  such  a 
hospital;  it  was  suggested  that  at  some  future  date,  perhaps  twenty  years  hence, 
a new  hospital  on  the  eastern  side  of  Dover  to  serve  the  Deal  and  Dover  areas 
would  be  provided  but  in  the  meantime  Buckland  would  continue  to  function*  It 
is  my  opinion  that,  with  the  modern  advances  in  medical  care  and  technique,  in 
equipment  and  communications,  the  envisaged  pattern  of  hospital  services, 
including  the  accident  and  emergency  services,  will  be  of  definite  advruitage 
and  benefit  to  the  public  and  that  in  viewing  the  proposals  for  the  future 
organisation  of  these  services  the  strictly  parochial  attitude  and  outloook  must 
be  abandoned. 

.is  to  the  County  Health  services,  statistical  information  for  a particular 
district  authority  is  not  now  readily  available:  this  applies  particularly  to 
tho  work  of  the  County  midwives  and  district  nurses  in  which,  as  Dr,  Elliott 
informs  me,  the  position  is  that  v/ith  the  increasing  adoption  of  the  system  of 
attaching  domicilary  staff  to  general  medical  practitioners  the  work  of  the 
nursing  services  is  organised  now  to  a greater  extent  with  a disregard  for  actual 
geographical  areas. 

The  sojne  comments  regarding  geographical  boundaries  naturally  apply  to  the 
.u-nbulance  services;  during  the  year  1971,  25,856  patients  were  conveyed  by 
ambulances  from  the  Deal  station  involving  a mileage  of  1^3, 1^8. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  also  the  registering  authority  of  nursing  homes 
under  the  Public  Health  itCt,  1936:  six  are  registered  in  the  Borough  of  Deal. 

2.  Swimminf-  Pools: 

ochool  Swimming  Pools: 

Seven  swimming  pools  are  in  use  in  schools  within  the  Borough. 

.'/aimer  Gecondary  school  has  a heated  open  air  pool  of  60,000  gallons  with 
a continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plant. 

Five  county  primary  schools  operate  portable  teaching  pools.  These  have 
C'-ntinuouG  filtr'ition  plans  and  one  is  also  equipped  for  continuous  chlorination, 
H'Tid  chlorin-  tion  is  practised  at  the  other  four  pools. 
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One  private  school  operates  a fill  and  empty  poolo  Hand  chlorination  is 
practised,  giving  reasonably  satisfactory  water  and  the  pool  is  refilled  at 
intervals  of  about  ten  days  under  condition  of  maximum  load* 

Paddling  Pool,  Walmer  Green 

This  is  a public  pool  of  10,000  gallons  restricted  to  young  children. 

It  has  a continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plant  giving  a two  hourly  turn- 
over period.  It  is,  however,  found  necessary  to  empty  and  refill  fairly 
frequently.  Weekly  changes  -are  necessary  during  periods  of  heavy  load. 

Purification  Control: 

Pegular  visits  are  made  to  all  these  pools  in  order  to  check  v/ater 
condition.  Bacteriological  samples  are  periodically  taken  and  four  such 
samples  were  taken  from  various  pools.  One  sample  result  showed  a small 
bacteriological  count,  attributed  to  a temporary  plant  failure.  The  others 
were  very  satisfactory. 

3«  National  iissistance  Acts,  19^8  and  1931- 

Burials; 

Two  burials  under  Section  30  of  the  net  took  place  during  the  year. 

Tenders  were,  as  usual,  invited  from  local  undertakers  and  a contract 
entered  into  for  a 12  month  period. 

Elderly  Persons: 

40  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  in  connection  with  elderly  persons. 

Much  v.'ork  is  done  by  voluntary  bodies  on  behalf  of  elderly  persons  and  the 
Deal  and  District  Old  People's  Welfare  Council  acts  as  a co-ordinating  body 
in  this  field.

SECTION  C 

S.uilT.'iRY  CIRCUMSTiiNCES  OF  THE  ..PEi 

Water  Supply: 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Thanet  Water 
Board  and  close  co-operation  exists  between  officers  of  the  Board  and  of  the 
■^iblic  Health  Department.  Reports  on  samples  rele/ant  to  the  tovai  suppj-y  were 
received  regularly  aiid  these  together  with  the  results  of  the  samples  taken  by  the 
inspectorial  staff  (seventeen  from  the  mains  as  delivered  to  the  public)  were  all 
satisfactory  indicating  a consistently  pure  and  wholesome  supply. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  v;ater  remained  at  less  than  0.1  part  per  million. 

Mains  extensions  undertaken  by  the  Board  during  the  year  totalled  85^  yards 
of  3"  and  128  yards  of  pipe. 

Twelve  dv/ellings  in  the  Borough  are  not  connected  to  the  mains;  all  have 
well  supplies  and  ten  samples  were  examined  bacteriologically , all  with 
satisfactory  results. 
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Sea  Water: 


ii  report  of  an  area  of  debris  in  the  sea  a few  yards  off  the  shore  v/as 
investigated  and  resulted  in  a sample  of  the  affected  sea  water,  together  with 
a control  sample,  being  submitted  to  the  public  analyst  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis » 

The  results  indicated  a high  count  of  faecal  coliform  organisms,  but  the 
absence  of  nitrate,  nitrite  and  free  ammonia  showed  that  recent  sewage  contamina- 
tion could  not  be  detectedo  There  v/as  also  insufficient  information  to  identify 
the  possible  source  of  the  contaminationo 

Drainage  and  Sewerage; 

No  general  improvement  works  were  carried  out  in  the  sewerage  system  during 
1971  but  an  inspection  of  the  whole  system  was  begun  in  order  to  assess  the 
general  condition  of  the  sewers o

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Rivers  and  Streams; 

Dykes  and  ponds  are  treated  with  anti-mosquito  capsules  in  the  spring  or 
early  summer  in  order  to  keep  breeding  grounds  to  a minimum. 

Public  Cleansing; 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  is 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  Public 
Health  Department  co-operates  in  the  prevention  of  nuisance  and  the  replacement 
of  dustbins.  The  Refuse  Collectors  refer  cases  of  worn  out  dustbins  to  the 
Department  for  service  of  notices.  Two  dustbins  were  dealt  with  and  renewed  by 
those  means  in  1971° 

Offensive  Trades; 

The  premises  of  three  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers  are  approved  by  the  Council. 

No  significant  Public  Health  nuisances  have  been  experienced  during  1971  <> 

Pet  .animals  i-ct,  1931: 

Four  premises  are  licensed  as  Pet  Shops  under  this  iict.  Licences  are 
issued  subject  to  the  conditions  recommended  by  the  R.S.P.G.A. , and  the  premises
